One Killed In Monday Accident 


Robert Lawson ‘‘Robbie’’ Hall, age 
18, a 1983 graduate of Zion Chapel High 
School, was killed Monday morning, 
October 3, in a two-vehicle accident that 
occurred approximately .8 miles north 
of Elba on Highway 87. 


Also injured in the accident were 
Leland Rex Wyrosdick, age 36, of Elba, 
a passenger in the car driven by Hall, 
and William Richard Jones, age 32, of 
DeFuniak Springs, Florida, driver of the 
second vehicle. Wyrosdick was 
admitted to Elba General Hospital with 
multiple injuries, while Jones was 
treated and released. 


According to Jones, he was traveling 
north when the vehicle driven by Hall 
crossed the center line and continued at 
an angle across the four-lane road. 
Jones stated he attempted to swerve 
away from the oncoming car; however, 
it was too late to avoid the collision. 

State Trooper R.W. Whitworth 
investigated the accident. 


End Of Proration Will Bring Over 
$300,000 In Education Funds 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met in regular session Friday 
morning, September 30, at the Kinston 
High School Library and heard Super- 
intendent of Education John W. 
Vaughan report that the elimination of 
proration would mean almost $200,000 
in extra funds to the county school 
system. 

“As most of you have heard,”’ 
declared Vaughan, ‘‘proration has been 
eliminated! This will bring $194,000 in 
additional revenue to the county school 
system and will wipe out our indebt- 
edness.”’ 

Supt. Vaughan added the recent cut 
in proration brought $111,000 to the 
system, and when added to the latest 
figure, it meant the elimination of 
proration resulted in $305,000 coming to 
the system that wasn’t expected. 

While the discussion centered 
around money, Vaughan reported on 
total ‘‘extra’’ funds received that will 
help pay for the construction of the 
Kinston Elementary School. These 
funds, which included per pupil funding 
(asbestos removal), discretionary funds 
for capital outlay, interest on a certifi- 
cate of deposit and added funds from 
the elimination of proration, added up 
to $841,000. This amount, according to 
Vaughan, is more than enough needed 
to build the school 

**We have examined the plans of the 
Kinston school,"* he said, “and have 
been able to cut $15,000 - $18,000 in 
expenses. The cuts will not affect the 
quality of the building and will not 


he > 
change its appearance The new 


elementary school will be something 


we'll all be proud of."’ 

The changes included modifications 
to the air conditioner controls; elimin- 
ation of two movable walls (now to be 
constructed locally)) installation of fixed 
windows in place of expandable 
windows; and elimination of 11 sky- 
lights. 

Construction of the school, which 
will contain 14 classrooms, has already 
begun, with the school expected to be 
open for the 1984-85 school year. 

If all goes according to schedule, the 
county will have five new buses on the 
the road by mid-November. The chassis 
have been delivered to Bluebird, 
according to Vaughan, and are expected 
to be delivered by November 15. The 
buses will be 06-passenger vehicles and 
will be joined to 25 other buses serving 
a total of 30 regular routes. 


The beginning of the 1983-84 school 
term ‘‘was smooth,”’ according to 
Vaughan. He added the county system 
had the lowest ‘‘student-teacher™’ ratio 
in several years, which ‘‘is good for the 
students and for education."" 

The student population in the 
system is basically the same as last 
year, with a loss of only 15 students. 


The county's garbage problems 
have reached the county school system, 
and Vaughan said, “Like it or not it 
looks as if we will have to get into the 
garbage business." 

The school board was told the 
schools in Kinston and New Brockton 
could be serviced by the cities, but at 
the present time no garbage collection 


service was available to Zion Chapel, 
New Hope and Goodman. 

“We could ask local residents to 
help in the rural areas,"’ said Board 
Chairman Frank Britt. ‘They could 
help carry the garbage to the landfill, or 
maybe a farmer has a place in which he 
can bury it.”’ 

Vaughan summed up the board's 
sentiments when he said, ‘‘It is the 
commission's responsibility to provide 
garbage pickup -- it is our responsibility 
to educate the children.” 


The subject of asbestos removal was 
again discussed and the board was 
informed an architect was currently 
completing plans to remove asbestos 
from two classrooms in New Brockton 
and the lunchroom in Kinston. Cost of 
the removal is estimated at $21,000 and 
the work will be done during the 
Christmas holidays.

Brunson reported rural residents are 
now hauling their garbage to the landfill 
and added, ‘‘We haven't heard many 
complaints. The people understand the 
problem we face and are willing to 
help.”’ 

It was originally thought the 
garbage service would not be disrupted, 
but Tom Jones, a private contractor who 
bid on the service, was unable to obtain 
financial backing and was forced to 
withdraw his proposal.

Commission Adopts $2.9 
Million Annual Budget 


The Coffee County Commission held. 


an adjourned meeting on Friday, 
September 30, and adopted a budget for

$400,000 higher than last year's and 
includes a six percent across-the-board 
pay increasé to all county employees. 

“A lot of time and hard work was

Not included in the budget was 
money expected to be received in 
revenue sharing funds The funds, 
which totaled $151,000 last year, have 
yet to be approved at the national level.

Phe attorney general's opinion was 
requested by the commission after it 
agreed to pay Snewéf Paul's attorney 
fees, but later became teeaerned it 
might also be held liable in any 
judgment awarded the victim, against 
the sheriff.

The opinion was requested after the 
Limestone County Juvenile Court 
sentenced a juvenile property offender 
to pay restitution, a fine and court costs. 

“The attorney general strongly 
supports restitution programs within 
the juvenile court system and urges the 
Department of Youth Services to 
voluntarily comply with the Limestone 
County Juvenile Court's directive,’’ the 
opinion said. 

‘“*Some ‘juveniles’ are school 
dropouts as old as 18,’ Graddick said. 
‘*Making juveniles financially 
responsible for their actions will give 
them an opportunity to learn the value 

if good behavior.’'

Graddick included:

Myers, 
Florida, couple that formed a suicide pact because of their 
health problems. They were apparently a loving couple who 
didn't want to be separated and didn’t want to be any burden 
on their children. Notes they left, the way they carefully 
prepared to keep the blood off the car seat, etc., verify that 
they were very good people. We deeply regret they felt 
death was the best solution for them. 


We heard this week that there was some criticism of the ball 
players at/after the Elba-Greenville football game. We 
suspect there was, even though we didn’t her any of it. 
This doesn't bother us, as long as it doesn't/become the 
main topic of conversation. Fault-finding is paft of life, and 
the sooner these boys learn to live and cope with it, the 
better their future will be. When a young man plays his 
heart out and still faintly hears criticism from someone who 
can't chew gum and walk at the same time, he becomes a 
man when he smiles, sucks it up and tries again.

Articles for the last two 
weeks have attempted to 
destroy the excuses and 
alibis that the abuser of 
alcohol uses to deny his 
problem. Six of the most 
common myths and miscon- 
ceptions were discussed and 
each was discounted to the 
extent that they should no 
longer be held to be the 
truth, These were 
illustrated to remove the 
ignorance factor in recogni- 
tion of alcoholic drinking. In 
the majority of cases, people 
interest in the alcoholic and 
his welfare recognize his 
problem long before he does 
and then the natural question’ 
arises- ‘‘What can I do?" 
**How can I help?"’ 

These people have been 
exposed to every reason and 
alibi imagineable for his 
continuing to drink. His 
denial system is so strong 
and so built-in that he has 
become completely stubborn 
about recognizing or 
accepting his problem. What 
these interested people need 
to know is that deep down he 
is really wanting help but 
doesn't know how to go 
about getting it. Under no 
circumstances, at this phase 
of his drinking, does he want 
to stop or is he willing to put 
the blame where it belongs- 
on his abuse of alcohol. All 
he knows is that alcohol does 
help anesthetize the pain- 
even though the relief is 
temporary and comes back 
even stronger than before. 

There is a common belief 
that an alcoholic must “hit 
bottom"’ before he can be 
helped. Nothing is further 
from the truth. There is also 
an age-old adage that is 
applied to alcoholics-‘*You 
can lead a horse to water but 
you can't make him drink’’. 
What can be done is to quit 
enabling him to continue his 
behavior in his reckless, 
irresponsible way or ‘*Run 
the daylights out of him until 
he is so thirsty he will want to 
drink’’. Interested parties 
can intervene by making the 
consequences of his con- 
tinuing to abuse alcohol so 
unpleasant that he will have 
no choice but to seek help. 

This intervention can be 
done by any one of several 
different people in several 
different ways. Spouses, 
parents, children, other 
relatives, employers, law 
enforcement officials or any 
Significant other person can 
make this confrontation and 
the earlier the better. 
Previous articles have 
showed the phases of 
alcoholism and the denial 
methods used by the 
alcoholic. Recognition of 
abusive drinking should be 
apparent to the interested 
party and it is up to them to 
bring him back to reality. 
However, that reality must 
be presented to him in forms 
that he is capable of 
receiving. 

These meaningful outside 
people are responsible for 
confronting the alcoholic 
with facts and with reality 
but they are not responsible 
for treatment. This should be 
left to professional, qualified 
people. Their only job is to 
let him know that his 
behavior has reached a point 
that it is no longer tolerable 
to them and has to be 
modified is some way. In 
making an effective 
confrontation there are some 
guidelines that should be 
followed. These are: 

1. Meaningful persons 
must present the facts or 
data. That is. they must be 
people who do exert real 
influence upon the sick 
person. His forms of denial 
can and will sweep aside the 

efforts of others. The 
meaningful persons may be 
members of the family, 
although such members will 
almost always need help in 
gaining sufficient emotional 
stabilization to carry out the 
task. The interveners may be 
professionals, such as 
physicians or clergymen, if 
they personally possess 
information which is useful. 
This would include 
descriptions of physical 
complications or behavioral 
patterns indicating the 
presence of the disease. 

The most effective 
interveners, however, 
because they are the most 
meaningful of all Are

employers or the members ot 
management at the level 
next above the alcoholic 
person. Individuals tend to 
put their own greatest value 
as people’ on _ their 
opportunity, so the boss is 
the most meaningful person. 

In any case, for the most 
part intervention should not 
be attempted alone, although 
it can be done. Groups of at 
least two or three seem most 
effective. They tend to 
support each other in getting 
the task accomplished 
successfully, and also have 
the necessary weight to 
break through to reality. 

2. The data presented 
should be specific and 
descriptive of events which 
have happened or conditions 
which exist. ‘‘l] was there 
when you insulated our 
client, and it was obvious to 
both the client and to me that 
you'd had too many,’’ or 
“The word around the office 
is not to send you clients 
after lunch. The others often 
feel you aren't in shape to 


take care of them.”’ 
Obviously evidence is 
strongest when it is 
firsthand. 


Opinions are to be 
avoided, along with all 
generalizations. ‘‘I think you 
have been drinking too 
much," or ‘'I think you ought 
to quit drinking entirely,” 
are worse than useless. All 
such general opinions do is to 
raise the defenses still higher 
and make the approach to 
reality more difficult. 

3. The tone of the 
confrontation should not be 
judgmental. The data should 
show concern; in truth, the 
facts are simply items to 
demonstrate the ligitimancy 
of the concern being 
expressed. ‘‘I] am _ really 
worried about what has been 
happening to you, and these 
are the facts available to me 
which will give you the 
reasons why I am _ so 
concerned,"’ The list of facts 
follows. - 

4. The chief advance 
should be tied directly into 
drinking wherever possible. 
“After the company picnic 
last Saturday, I’ saw you 
leave a bit under the 
weather. I assumed that your 
wife would do the driving, 
but I learned that you drove 
nearly 100 mph on the free- 
way with you family in the 
car.’’ The more general date 
should only be used to 
support the examples of 
drinking. ‘‘Your production 
has gone down this year."’ 

5. The evidence of 
behavior should be 
presented in some detail, to 
give the sick person a 
panoramic view of himself 
during a given period of 
time. He himself does not 
and cannot have this view 
because of his deluded 
condition. He is out of touch 
with reality. His greatest 


need is to be confronted by 
it. Sound movies or tapes of 
some of his. drinking 
episodes will do it best. No 
argument is possible, no 
denial can be made. There he 
is on the silver screen or on 
tape. acting and sounding 
like that. (‘‘My God, I didn't 
know I. had hurt so many 
people so much!'') The 
intervéners are to act for the 
silver’ screen. ‘‘This is 
reality! Reality is 
believing it was!"’ 

6. The goal of the inter- 
vention, through the presen- 
tation of this material, is to 
have him see and accept 
enough reality so that, 
however grudgingly, he can 
accept in turn his need or 
help. 

7. At this point, the 
available choices acceptable 
choices acceptable to the 
interveners may be offered. 
An in many sections of the 
countty there are choices. 
The key person confronting 
the alcoholic may say: 
‘*Since abstinence is a basic 
requirement, these 
alternatives are before us: 
this treatment center, the 
hospital, or AA. Which help 
will you use?’’ Allowing him, 
in some way, to be a part of 
the decision-making is to 
offer him some sense of 
dignity, which is obviously 
important. Firmness here, 
however, is again necessary. 
His defenses can and very 
likely will regroup quickly 
unless he is sure the 
interveners mean what they 
say. 

One final point is that the 
intervener needs to care 
enough about the results of 
the confrontation to be 
prepared to be as firm as 
necessary. This is known as 
‘tough love’’. For years they 
have wanted to believe what 
the alcoholic has said and 
have hoped against hope that 
he would keep his promises 
this time. If threats are made 
that some action will be 
taken unless the. alcoholic 
gets help, they cannot be idle 
threats. They must be real 
and the intervener must be 
prepared to carry them 
through. A human life is at 
stake.

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Social Security Changes 
To Benefit Recipients 


The Social Security 
Amendments of 1983 were 
the result, of a national 
dialogue that extended into 
the past decade. The 
provisions reflect an effort to 
reconcile Social Security to 
emerging changes in society 
and to assure that benefits 
will be paid when due under 
any circumstances. 

' Two provisions included 
in the amendments deserve 
special note as examples of 
national determination that 
benefits will be paid. One is 
considered a ‘‘stabilizing’’ 
mechanism and the other, a 
‘“failsafe’’ mechanism. Both 
are designed to assure the 
payment of Social Security 
benefits on a timely basis 
under adverse economic 
conditions. 


The stablilizing 
mechanism provides that, 
beginning with the cost-of- 
living increases in January 
1985, if the Social Security 
trust fund balance falls below 
1S percent of estimated 
benefit payments for the 
coming year, the benefits 
increase for that year will be 
based on the lower of the 
increase in the cost of living 
or in average wages. This 
level increases to 20 percent 
beginning in 1989. 

When the trust fund 
balance reaches 32 pércent of 
estimated annual outgo-- 
benefits and administrative 
expenses--catchup benefits 
will be paid to make up for 
any previous benefits that 
were less than the cost of 
living to the extent that funds 
are available. 

In recent years increases 
in wages have generally 
lagged behind increases in 
prices. Basing the annual 
benefit adjustment on the 
lower of the two assures a 
lesser impact on the trust 
funds. At the same time, 


recognizing that the cost of 
living for beneficiaries is

During 
the off season, he began a 
part-time business of 
repairing gasoline engines, 
bicycles and automobiles-a 
skill learned in a family 
blacksmith business started 
by his grandfather dating 
back to pre-Civil War days. 
Before long, his part-time 
work required his full atten- 
tion, and he _ resigned 
Southern Cotton Oil 
Company to go into business 
for himself, 

The J.M. Taylor Auto 
Company opened in 1908. 
J.M. Taylor's also offered a 
large inventory of tires, 
accessories and parts. His 
first love and the core of his 
business was his machine 
shop, and while his reputa- 
tion as a finished machinist 
and mechanic grew, his 
business grew with it. 

As America’s infatuation 
with the automobile took 
hold, the popularity of the 
new product also grew--there 
were 2,332,000 automobiles 
in the United States by 1915. 
Taylor's firm flourished. 

In poor health, J.M. 
Taylor decided in 1924 to sell 
controlling interest in his 
business to his sons, Marion 
D. “‘Buck’’ Taylor and 
Robert Perkins Taylor. The 
sons converted the business 
into a full-time wholesale 
operation. : 

The business 
incorporated in 1937 and 
1.M. Taylor Auto Company 
became Taylor Parts and 
Supply Company, INC.

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Weight Guidelines Are Not Being 
Followed By Some Produce Sellers 


Weight guidelines are not 
being followed by some 
Alabama produce sellers 
when fruits and vegetables 
are sold in portions of 
bushels, said Don Stagg, 
Director of the Weights and 
Measures, Gins and 
Warehouses Division of the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Industries. 

Most fruits and 
vegetables have an assigned 
weight per bushel. 
Therefore, any two bushels 
of the same item must weigh 
the same. Any fractional 
portion of that bushel must

The Weights and 
Measures, Gins and 
Warehouses Division of the 
Department of. Agriculture 
and Industries is responsible 
for ensuring the accuracy of 
not only the weight or 
produce and other products, 


be the same fraction of 
weight. 
For example, as 


prescribed by Alabama law, 
a busel of southern field peas 
should weight 25 pounds. In 
half a bushel, or 16 quarts (a 
bushel is 32 quarts), is to be 
sold, then it should weigh 
exactly half of what the 
bushel would weigh, 12 1/2 
pounds, net weight. 

If a producer wants to sell 
one-quarter of a_ bushel-- 
eight quarts--of green beans 
in a pod, he should first see 
how much a bushel would 
weigh. Since eight quarts is 


equal to one-quarter of a 
bushel, divide 30 pounds, the 
weight for a bushel of green 
beans, by four. The correct 
weight would be 7 1/2 
pounds of beans for eight 
quarts. 


Stagg said these weights 
for specific amounts need to 
be kept uniform to protect 
the consumer, ‘‘Standard 
weights per bushel were set 
forth to create equity in the 
marketplace,’’ added Stagg.

MISTAKES 

JL. Carr of “Rt,...4, 
Enterprise, and I checked 
three peanut fields Thursday 
to determine the best time 
for harvesting. Two of the 
fields we checked had severe 
nematode infestations. It is 
difficult to find the best time 
to harvest a field that is eaten 
up with nematodes. You 
have mature peanuts near 
the tap root, green ones a 
little further out and 
nematode infested pods 
mixed in with them. 


Carr told me he is going’ 


to keep a record from now on 
so that when peanuts are 
planted there again he will 
know to apply some kind of 
control, 

The best way to deter- 
mine the kinds and numbers 
of nematodes is to get a 
sample and send to the 
nematode lab at Auburn. We 
certainly recommend _ this 
and right now is an excellent 
time to get this job done. 
Nematodes have cost us 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars this year alone on the 


peanut crop in Coffee 
County. 
Someone said, ‘‘Those 


who do not profit from the 
mistakes of the past are 
doomed to repeat them."’ An 
excellent way to prevent 
mistakes is to keep a record 
of what occurs in each field.

SEWING TIPS 

Patterns today give us 
excellent instructins, and we 
should follow them. For 
example, directional stitch- 
ing markings are small 
arrows on the seamlines of a 
pattern piece that tell you in 
which direction to stitch 
seams. You should always 
stitch in the direction of the 
seam, since sewing against 
the grain can stretch the 
fabric and result in a lop- 
sided garment. If you forget 
how the pieces were marked 
after removing them, here’s 
what to do. 

Remember to stitch from 
the widest part of the 
garment to the narrowest, 
such as - sew skirt seams 
from the hem to the waist.

STARCHY FOODS 

Starchy foods or foods 
high in complex carbo- 
hydrates -- such as beans, 
peas, potatoes and whole 
grain and enriched breads 
and cereals -- contain many 
essential nutrients. Despite 
the popular myth, they are 
not necessarily fattening. It 
is not good for people on 
weight reduction diets to 
eliminate starchy foods. 


Let's remember that 
starches are no more fatten- 
ing than any other food. The 
question is how much you eat 
and how much fat or 
sweeteners you add to the 
starches.

ASCS Opens Dairy Refund Program 


OnSeptember 1, a second 
50 cents per hundredweight 
will be deducted by USDA 
from dairy farmers’s milk 
checks. Milk producers who 
have reduced their 
commercial milk marketings 
by 8.4 percent for the period 
September 1, 1983 through 
September 20, 1983, may be 
eligible for a refund of SO 
cents per cwt. The reduction 
is based on the September 
average of the two marketing 
years that began on October 
1, 1980. 

To help offset the cost of 


the dairy price support 
program and reduce milk 
production, USDA on 


September 1 increased the 
deduction from proceeds on 
the sale of all milk sold 
commercially during this 
period by 50 cents to a total 
of $1 per cwt. ‘Starting in 
October of 1983 eligible 
producers may apply for a 
refund of the second 50-cent 
per cwt. deduction for milk 


GREENS IN FALL

plant. 

Most of the time you can 
get these jobs done in less 
time than it takes to drive to 
the grocery store and bank, 
and when you need 
vegetables, all you have to do 
is grab a basket and harvest 
them. 

Aphids are a constant 
problem on fall turnips and 
mustard greens. Aphids, or 
“plant lice’’, ususally feed 
on the backs of leaves and 
often 20 unnoticed until 
harvest time. I recommend 
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amount paid to the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion,’’ he said. 

Refund applications for 
the 1982-83 milk marketing 
year may be filed from 
October 1, 1983 through 
December 31, 1983. Applica- 
tions for the entire 1983-84 
marketing year may be filed 
between October 1, 1984 and 
December 31, 1984. 

The ASCS official said 
after April 1, 1984, dairy 
farmers may request a 60 
percent advance of the 
refundable deduction paid 
for the first 6 months of the 
1983-84 marketing year.

Once A Shy Little Girl 


Can you believe that one 
young person touched 
410,855 people and it only 
took 9 years to do it! This is 
according to records kept by 
Sandra Walker through her 
4-H record book. 

Four-H has been a vital 
part of Sandra's life, and it 
was through accurate records 
of her accomplishments that 
she realized just how many 
people she had made contact 
with. She set up exhibits, 
gave demonstrations and 
talks, conducted workshops, 
wrote news articles and even 
taped radio spots. 


The 18-year-old blonde 
doesn't mind narrating a 
fashion show before 200 
people, but she's just as 


effective on the floor with a 
day care group of four-year- 
olds. Once when making and 
decorating a Christmas tree 
cake for a 4-H group, she 
showed how easily messes 
can be camouflaged whén 
the cake broke right there 
before the group. Sandra 
looks on these types of things 
as challenges instead of 
chores, 

At the tender age of nine, 
Sandra was a shy little girl. 
She wanted to enter 4-H 
activities but only the ones 
with no talking involved. The 
cooking contest was her main 
interest. Even then 
perfection was obvious in her 
life. She baked three recipes 
of sugar cookies before she 
was satisfied with the 
finished product, 

The saying ‘‘variety is the 
spice of life’’ is one of 
Sandra's mottos. She skips 
from one activity to another a 
piece of her personality to 
spice each one. The seven 
news articles she’s written 
have given readers an insight 
to the 4-H foods project. 
“‘No! I can’t give a radio 
program. What-if I mess 


‘up?’’ This was her reaction 


the first time she was asked 
to do a radio spot. 

By the time she had given 
13 radio programs, it was a 
cinch. ‘‘People can’t see me 
so what if my hair's not 
fixed,’’ was her realization 
after doing one tape three 
times. 

Her love for others was 
apparent when she would 
take her spare time to teach a 
group of preschoolers or first 
graders, Their lesson was the 
importance of eating snacks 
that were good for them, not 


just those they throught were 
good, 

Like most of us, Sandra 
didn't like to keep records, 
but she learned early in 4-H 
that this was important. She 
learned to gether and 
organize materials as well as 
share this information with 
others. She even conducted 
some workshops” with 
younger 4-H'ers on keeping 
a record book. Due partly to 
Sandra's ability to convey on 
paper the work she had done, 
she won several district and 
state foods contests. 

After years of 
persistence, dedication, and 
hard work, Sandra now has 
achieved her number one 
goal--an all-expense-paid 
trip to national 4-H competi- 
tion in Chicago, Illinois. This 
honor was given to her after 
her record book was judged 
in the state dairy foods 
competition. She will leave 
Birmingham on Friday, 
November 25, with 39 other 
Alabama young people and 
will return December 2. A 
big congratulations is in 
order and another ‘good 
luck’’ for your final competi- 
tion for this beautiful Coffee 
County 4-H’er. 

Sandra is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Walker 
of New Brockton. She is in 
her second year at Enterprise 
State Junior College. She 
says 4-H had a major part in 
her decision to go into some 
form of communication-- 
whether it be broadcasting or 
public relations. Yes, the 
same girl who would have 
nothing to do with speaking 
before groups when she 
started her 4-H career now 
prefers the lime-light to 
solitude. 

Sandra ended her 4-H 
story with this summary: 
‘‘Four-H has given me 
memories that I will cherish 
forever. Without 4-H I would 
be just another teenager, but 
4-H makes me special!

Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m. with all members 
present except Marvin Bowden.

The first order of business, after 
routine adoption of the minutes, was to 
open bids on various items used by the 
county highway department.

Board About Absence 


Elba School Board meetings are 
usually very uneventful, but last 
Thursday proved to be an exception. 
The regular October meeting began as 
usual with prayer and approval of bills 
and vouchers that include everything 
from toilet paper to teacher salaries; 
each must be formally approved by the 
board, The tense moments came during 
discussion of testing and grades with 
parents of a student. 


Every October is budget adoption 
time and this was no exception. A brief 
review of the proposed budget was all 
that was necessary because the board 
had met in a work session and reviewed 
the various sections. The Elba School 
System will spend a total of 
$2,691,641.71 during the fiscal year that 
began October 1, 1983. This is a very 
tight budget according to Superinten- 
dent John Osburn, with very little 
‘*fat’’. He said the only major overrun 
from the previous budget was the 
maintenance, and he warned this could 
happen again. “You never know what 
is going to break down.” : 

Osburn reported that in spite of the 
cut in proration, borrowing is not over. 
“Our budget is close and in the black, 
but we will still have to borrow because 
of our cash flow problems and the way 
we get our money,”’ he told board 
members. 


Ben and Sandra Carpenter appeared 
before the board and explained they 
were disturbed over their daughter's 
not being able to make up two tests she 
missed on Friday, September 23. The 
resulting zeros had dropped her other- 
wise high grades considerably and her 
parents were upset. : : 

They explained that their child had 
missed school on that day to make a 
vacation trip with them to the 
mountains - a trip they had planned 
several months earlier. They also 
acknowledged that the daughter had 
been told it would be an unexcused 
absence. Also Mr. Carpenter said he 
had talked with high school principal 


Lamar Foley on Thursday before they 


nee t 
ieft and he too had been told it was an 


unexcused absence. 


The Carpenters were upset because 
they alleged that other students left for 
simlar reasons and got to make up tests. 
They noted that a ninth-grader (Jr. 
High) was in one of the same classes, 
went to Atlanta for a baseball game and 
got to make up the exam. They felt this 
was unfair. 

A section of the student handbook 
was read aloud and it listed non- 
emergency trips with parents as 
unexcused absences, The section left 
some unspecified situations to the 
discretion of the principal. 

Also noted as unfair by the 
Carpenters was allowing girls to get 
excused absences to participate in 
beauty contests away from Elba. When 
told this was classified as educational, 
they noted that the trip to the mountains 
was educational for their daughter and 
if this was going to be the policy of the 
school, it would only encourage parents 
to tell lies when their children were 
missing school, 

The school board went into 
executive session with only the board 
members themselves in the room, At 
the end of that short session, they asked 
Superintendent Osburn for a 
recommendation in the matter and 
Osburn said, ‘*Based on the policy of 
this board, I recommend we reaffirm 
Mr. Foley.’’ Board member Bill Cowart 
made a motion to this effect, Gladys 
Yelverton seconded the motion, and it 
passed with one opposing vote. Board 
member Butch Oges cast the opposing 
vote. 

Board chairman Lois Holt noted that 
when she became a member of the 
board, there were many complaints of 
students wandering around town, etc., 
and the board had been trying to keep 
students in school. Board member 
Paul King stated that the board had 
looked for a way to give relief in this 
particular case, but could find no way 
without violating the policy as pre- 
scribed in the handbook given all 
students at the beginning of school. 

The board urged Osburn to work out 
a System to prevent the inconsistencies 
of junior high and high schoo! students 
and the excused or unexcused absences 
and making up of exams.

Water & Electric Board 


Commended 


The Elba Water and Electric Board 
met Tuesday at 5 p.m. to handle routine 
monthly business and approve monthly 
bills. 


Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
appeared before the group to give 
personal thanks for moving the utility 
pole from beside the front door of the 
courthouse. Brunson directed his 
remarks to the entire board but singled 
out Superintendent Cleo Hawkins and 
his staff for giving up their Sunday to 
accomplish the feat. 


Board Chairman Charles Hayes 
commended Judge Brunson for his 
efforts to beautify the courthouse and 
noted that any improvement~to the 
courthouse was an improvement to 
Elba. A brief discussion on getting the 
flowing well producing again resulted in 
Hawkins’ agreeing to secure technical 
advice for Brunson. Hawkins will talk 
with engineers and find out if the drop 
ip the water table during recent years 
would prevent the free flow of water 
from the well if it was cleaned. 


Bills totaling $7,883.57 were 
approved for payment. This is higher 
than normal but included repairs to an 
old water well pump that will be used as 
a spare and eliminate many hours of 
overtime when a pump breaks down. 
Parts alone for this repair exceed $1000 
and took six months to secure. 

Information presented to the board 
members revealed that the rural water 


expansion is still operating in the red, 
as had been projected, and that the 
operation of the sewer system continues 
to increase in cost. The city-owned 
facility is maintained by the utility’ 
department at no charge to the city, and 
knowledgeable people tell board 
members that the cost will continue to 
rise until the entire system gets a major 
overhaul, The problems apparently are 
coming from the sandy soil, under all of 
Elba, silting into broken sewer lines and 
joints loosened by that same sand 
shifting around and then wearing away 
the pumps. 


A list of late utility payments 
indicates that $1,632.79 is owed by 24 
accounts; four meters had been pulled 
for non-payment and totaled $358.95, 
and four bad checks are in the process 
of being collected for another $427.24. 
City Clerk Jack Prescott noted that the 
utility department uses the district court 
to collect these checks. and gets good 
results. 


During the past twelve months a 
total of $10,222.76 has been reported to 
board members as losses on utilities. 
Most of this was from people who 
moved away without paying the final 
bill. However, of the above amount, 
they have been able to collect $3,721.34 
through voluntary payments or through 
court action, Prescott said other 
accounts were in court and would be 
collected. 


used as a parking lot and drive-up 
facility by The Peoples Bank. Neither 
the banking facility nor the parking lot 
has been used by the bank since moving 
to its new location on Claxton Avenue.

Payment of monthly bills of 
$7,806.91 was approved after Mayor 
English noted he was going to research 
the cause of the high telephone bills and 
attempt to lower the $638.00 monthly 
charges in the future. 

Formal acceptance by the city 
council of papers signed by all property 
owners adjoining the alleged Donaldson 
Drive disclaiming any interest in seeing 
the area becoming an official street will 
be entered into the minutes and any 
future question on the matter will be 
eliminated. The council had researched 
the matter after Mrs. Beverly Gwin had 
appeared before the council several 
weeks ago and asked for guidance, as 
deeds indicated the property was theirs, 
but state highway officials said it was a 
public street. 

English reported that the sales tax 
from August sales had been received in 
the amount of $39,400, and this was the 
largest monthly check ever received. He 
also noted that trash pickup had been 
slow due to mechanical trouble with two 
trucks, but it was hoped that the routes

Morrow Now Eye Bank Technician 


Local Funeral Director Mr. Ronald 
Morrow of Hayes Funeral Home, 
recently completed requirements at the 
University of Alabama Medical School 
and the Alabama Lions Eye Bank to 
become a certified, eye bank technician 
in Alabama. This course of study 
available only to qualified, licensed 
funeral directors and embalmers in 
Alabama, will enable Morrow to 
perform a service that could ultimately 
result in the restoration of sight to a 
blind Alabamian. 

The procedure is called eye 
enucleation, and involves the removal, 
by prior consent, of a deceased person's 


eyes, including the corneal tissue, 
which will then be rushed to the 
Alabama Lions Eye Bank in 


Birmingham for transplantation by 
skilled ophthalmologists into those of a 
blind or visually impaired individual. 

A very simple, uncomplicated pre- 
pledge form is available at the Hayes 
Funeral Home which is to be filled out 
by the pre-pledge donor. All it 
requires is one’s name, address and 
signature. It will be placed on file at the 
Funeral Home and the Alabama Lions 
Eye Bank office. Also, anyone who 
becomes an eye donor should remember 
to have this fact recorded on their next 
driver license, so that medical or law 
enforcement personel will be alert to the 
fact that one is a donor in case he is 
involved in a fatal traffic accident or 
trauma victim. 

While some _ people have 
reservations about donating their eyes 
after death, Morrow said that by 
allowing the Alabama Lions Eye Bank to 
use your eyes you will be giving one of 
the most precious gifts of all--the gift of 
sight--to a person who has lived in 
darkness maybe all of his life. 

Morrow said that one thing many 
people worry about is that the body will 
be disfigured by this procedure. “'This 
is something that no one need worry 
about,’ he said, “‘the procedure does 
nothing to disfigure the deceased 
person's body. You won't be able to tell 
that the person had donated his eyes, 
and the best thing of all is that you will 
know that a part of them is still living, 
bringing a lot of happiness and joy toa 
person with new eyesight, all because 
you had the forethought and love to 
allow the eyes to be used after death.” 

“It's hard to imagine being confined 
to a world of total darkness,’’ said Mr.

Doyce Williams, Director of the 
Alabama Lions Eye Bank. ‘‘Perhaps we 
all take sight for granted, that it’s 
something we have always had and 
always will, But tragically, that is not 
always the case,’* he added. ‘‘Blindness 
can strike anyone at any age. Over 
90,000 people either lost their sight 
completely or had their vision severely 
impaired in 1982 alone. | believe that if I 
were one of those without sight, I would 
in no way be able to repay or express 
the gratitude I would feel toward 
someone who cared enought to will his 
or her eyes to the Alabama Lions Eye 
Bank so that I or anyone else, might be 
able to see,’” he concluded. 

A corneal transplant operation is 
the most successful organ transplant 
operation performed, because the 
cornea has no blood circulation and 
therefore does not require cross- 
matching as would other parts of the 
body. Even if a donor himself is 
suffering from an eye disorder the eye 
can still be used! So far, over 600 people 
have had their sight restored as a result 
of eyes obtained through the Alabama 
Lions Eye Bank. Other parts of the eye 
may be used to repair a deaf person's 
eardrums to restore up to 90 percent of 
their hearing, or for cosmetic surgery 
and for research and teaching. 

Anyone can be an eye donor, your 
age. sex, race, or physical health are not 
necessary reasons for a cornea not 


being used. All that is required is that 
one sign and place on file a Donor Card, 
available at the local Funeral Home, or 


any Lions Club member. To date, 
thousands of Alabamians have signed 
donor cards, but that number is still 
appallingly low considering that out of 
700 deaths per month in Alabma alone, 
less than 10 percent of the people are 
eye donors. The eyes must be removed 
within six hours after death, making the 
Donor Card very important to have on 
file. It will show that one has willed 
their eyes to a sightless person. Morrow 
asked, ‘‘When one stops to consider 
that after he has gone from this earthly 
life, what will we gain by refusing to 
donate a part of our dead body to give 
one of the most precious gifts of life 
itself, that of sight? Once we are gone 
our bodies will be of no use to anyone 
unless we have the forethought to 
donate this small part of our human 
existence to allow someone to enjoy the 
Sights that we so often take completely 
for granted.’" The Alabama Lions Eye 
Bank suggest that a pre-pledge donor
